LETHBRIDGE, Sept. 29. — 
(CP)\—Any farmer would be 
happy to have even the poor- 
est yield W. T. Hill threshed 
from his heavy stand of wheat

Iron for Gold 


Miners are to be asked—they may be 
drafted later on—to quit the gold mines in 
Canada and work in the mines from which 
iron, aluminum, copper, zinc and other 
war-useful metals are obtained. 

With the nation spending, and need- 
ing, more money than it ever did before, it 
may seem to the “sound” money believer 
to be rank heresy if not ruinous folly, to 
thus curtail the production of the precious 
metal. That cannot be helped. Theories 
have to give way to facts, Customs must 
be discarded when they cannot be con- 
tinued. These other metals are more 
precious at present than gold. We can get 
along somehow without the soft yellow 
substance. The others we must have, and 
as much of them as can be dug out of the 
mines and extracted from the rock. As 
there are not enough miners to go around, 
the necessary mines have to be worked, 
whatever happens to the others, 

The regrettable feature is that per- 
sons who have invested money in gold 
mines may have to get along with smaller 
dividends, or with none, as the output is 
curtailed; and a “heap” of money has been 
invested in Canadian gold mines, by many 
scores of thousands of people. 

But far worse could happen to these 
investors, and certainly would happen to 
them if we should lose the war for lack of 
men to get out the metals from which guns 
and tanks and ships and planes are made. 
In that event the gold mines, like the 
mines in occupied Europe, would be part 
of the spoils of the conqueror, and their 
present owners could count themselves 
lucky if they were alive.

A Soldier’s Views 

Sir Archibald Wavell is not given to 
talk. Nor is he an impressionist. His 
statement at New Delhi as to how he 
thinks the war is going is on that account 
more worth attention, Russia, he said, will 
hold, The shipping situation is getting bet- 
ter. The air offensive is doing heavy ma- 
terial damage in Germany, and influencing 
morale indefinitely, Rommel will not get 
any nearer to Suez. The Japanese have 
“bitten off more than they can chew”, 
without launching a new major attack on 
India or Australia. 

These are not guesses based on in- 
cidents, They are the views of a trained, 
experienced, and very capable soldier, who 
knows all the facts and has no yen for 
publicity, nor any need of it. What they 
amount to, in broad language, is that the 
Axis rush has been stopped and the battle 
is now in the see-saw stage. 

If this sketch is accurate, the first 
phase of the war is ended, The sweep of 
enemy forces over countries in Europe, 
and through the islands and territories in 
the South Seas, has come to a halt. The 
conspirators must now fight to hold what 
they have seized. From Russia to New 
Guinea to China they are on the defensive, 
and it is doubtful if in any theatre they 
can get going again. 

What remains for the Allies is clear. 
They now have a chance to win, which a 
few months ago they could not confidently 
claim, They must go on building up fight- 
ing forces and producing equipment of al! 
sorts until they can, in all theatres, take 
the offensive and hold it beyond possibility 
of an enemy come-back. 


The Lesson of Dieppe 


Canadians will understand now better 
than they could have understood some 
weeks ago the wisdom of Mr. Clement 
Attlee’s declaration that the strategy of 
the Allies cannot be shaped by the de- 
mands of irresponsible people. Irrespon- 
sible being taken in the literal sense, as 
meaning people who are not responsible 
for the outcome, 

Dieppe has taught us something, as it 
taught the people in Britain and the people 
in the United States. Whatever informa- 
tion the military men gathered from that 
costly affair, the public everywhere have 
learned that there is no way of landing a 
great invading army in Europe without 


suffering heavy casualtics. And the point 
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is equally clear that to send anything less 
than a great army, with ample provision 
for reinforcements arid supplies, would 
only be to invite a catastrophe. 

That such an invasion will have to be 
made is not seriously questioned. Ob- 
viously it would relieve Russia and short- 
en the struggle if it could be made at once 
—or could have been made _ weeks ago. 
Our military leaders know this, even bet- 
ter than those who have neither training 
in strategy nor a knowledge of all the 
facts. That they have not made the move 
can have only one meaning; that in their 
judgment the risk has been forbidding. 

These men hold in their hands the lives 
of our fighting men, the fate of the Allies 
—and of mankind. They are responsible 
for the winning or losing of the war, 
Their judgment must be our guide. They 
dare not allow themselves to be swayed 
by popular clamor, however eager they 
may be to achieve the purposes which in- 
spire the clamor. - 

Details have been made public of the 
destruction of four enemy submarines by 
patrol planes of the R.C.A.F. off the At- 
lantic coast. It is not stated nor implied 
that no more than four have met the same 
fate, nor when or where these particular 
actions occurred. The incidents were ap- 
parently related to give the public an idea 
of the nature and the difficulties of the 
work of the flyers on the coastal patrol— 
and a hint of the good job they are doing. 
On both points the statement is convinc- 
ing. More publicity of the kind would be 
welcome in regard to our fighting forces 
wherever employed—and they well de- 
serve it.

bury’s latest speech on the neces- 
sity for social justice a few days 
ago, there has been a disposition 
among the reactionaries to take his 
stand lightly. 

“Only a churchman”, they say of 
him. “What can a prelate do to 
alter the econo- 
mic and social 
systems of civil- 
ization?” 

I am afraid that 
those who dis- 
parage the effect 
of Dr Temple's 
efforts in this re- 
gard are wanton- 
ly ignoring some 


very significant 
passages in his- 
tory. 


It seems to me Harold L. Weir 
that they are concentrating too 
much on the weaknesses of church- 
men and too little on their strength. 

It seems quite obvious, for in- 
stance, that the critics are overlook- 
ing the undoubted fact that, over 
a long period of time, the Arch- 


bishops of Canterbury have had a} 


greater cumulative influence on the 
fundamental thinking of the Bri- 
tish Isles than the Prime Ministers 
of England. 


Continuity 


This apparent anomaly is ex- 
plained by the fact that the influ- 
ence of the English primate enjoys 
a continuity that the political lead- 
ership of the country does not pos- 
sess, 

Public opinion, of course, is no- 
toriously fickle. The “will of the 
people,” as expressed in ordinary 
political policies, is about the most 
unstable force in the world. That 
explains changes in government. 
Public men, whether they like it 
or not, must trim their sails to the 
vagrant winds of superficial pub- 
lie thinking. 

But there is another type of 
thinking among the British peoples 
that is not superficial. It is funda- 
mental, It is the sort of thing that 
has given rise to the British tra- 
ditions which are just as immov- 


{able as pulitical opinion is ephem- 
| eral. 

| That is the sort of thinking upon 
which the Church has an influ- 
ence. 

| The Archbishop's espousal of the 
cause of social justice, therefore, 
has performed the prodigious pur- 


| pose of lifting social justice out of

English Liberal Party Revives with Post-War Plans 


Reconstruction Ideas Take 
Form of New Deal in 
the United States. 


The Liberal party in England 
have recently come to life after be- 
ing semi-dormant for many years. 
The Liberal executive have now 
got a program for postwar recon- 


struction which they consider to be | 


in close relation to the New Deal 
in America. There are nine points 
in the proposed platform. We quote 
them as follows: 

1, Preparation without delay of 
plans to build a world order based 
on the Atlantic Charter without re- 
gard to vested interests or outworn 
political and economic dogamas. 

2. Assurance of peace security 
through an armed international or- 
ganization strong enough to coerce 
even a great power and acting on 
instructions of international judica 
ture 

3. Transference of control and 
protection and welfare of all the 
world to an international body with 
the primary aim of educating them 
to manage their own affairs. 

4. To end international economic 
anarchy there must.be another in- 
dependent international organiza- 
tion charged with the two-fold task 
(a) securing such adjustment to 
rates of exchange will create 
conditions of internatienal 
equilibrium, and (b) adjusting the 
rate of investments so as to main- 
tain employment at a high level. 

5. Employment of measures 
whereby nations of high living 
standard can assist those less fav- 
ored to increase their production 
and consumption.

It is not very often that German 
and British officials see eye to eye, 
but Captain Lyttelton’s Nazi coun- 
terpart, Dr. Speer, Minister of Arm- 
aments Production in the Third 


Reich, recently made a public state- 
| 


ment in which he used the follow- 
ing phrase: “We must win, this 
year, by the end of October, when 
the Russian winter begins, or we 
shall have lost once and for all.” 

Forecasts of this kind are only 
valuable in so far as they are state- 
ments of principle, and the dates 
used are only to indicate the sea- 
son. The British and German Min- 
isters of Production are agreed on 
the principle that Germany cannot 
survive another winter without hav- 
ing made gains of such important 
strategic consequence that she is in 
a position to reduce the military 
potential of her adversaries, secure 
temporary immunity from attack 
and win an opportunity to re-estab- 
lish her failing industrial economy. 


ABILITY IS DOUBTFUL 

She has a month, or perhaps six 
weeks, in which to accomplish 
these miracles. If they have a mind 
to do it, the Germans may be able 
to capture Stalingrad in the next 
couple of weeks. It does not seem 
probable at the moment, and there 
are indications that the enémy is 
preparing to relinquish his assault 
on Stalingrad and content himself 
with drawing siege lines three 
parts of the way around it, leav- 
ing the back door open, as he did 
at Leningrad last year. 

The question is, Can the Germans 
by releasing forces from service on 
the Volga front muster enough 
strength to resist Russian pressure 
on the north-central, central and 
upper Don fronts, and still retain 
sufficient margin to break through 


the Caucasus Mountains before the | 


heavy snowfalls? The trend of the 
fighting over the last two weeks 
suggests that they cannot. For one 
thing, heavy demands are now 
being made on their air power. The 
ravages of Anglo-American aircraft 
in the Mediterranean have put 
Rommel in a very uncomfortable 
position, He needs additional air 
support badly, and the German 
High Command will give it to him 
because the Afrika Korps is the 
most economical investment they 
uave made to date.

livestock Is 
More Valuable 


Valuation of all livestock in the 
Edmonton census division, No, 11, 
amounted to $9,381,678 in 1941, ac- 
‘cording to a report issued from 
Ottawa by the Dominion statistic- 
ian, There are 17 such divisions 
in the province, and the report 
was made public on the instruc- 
tions of Hon, James A. MacKin- 
non, minister of trade and com- 
merce, and M.P, for Edmonton 
West. 

This report is based on the num- 
ber and valtte of livestock on farms 
at June 1, 1941. 

For the province, total livestock 
valuation was $100,345,798, of which | 
domestic animals were valued at 
$97,276,765, and poultry and bees at 
$3,069,033. 

As compared with 1931, the num- 
ber of horses in the province show- 
ed a decrease of 11.8 per cent, and 
sheep fell off by 4.5 per cent. There 
were increases of 22.3 per cent in| 
cattle, 62.2 per cent for hogs and 6.8 | 
per cent for poultry. 


HORSE POPULATION 

There were 645,378 horses in the | 
province, with a valuation of $31,-| 
065,405. ~ Of these, 270,990 were | 
mares two years and over, 253,865 | 
geldings two years and over, and} 
5,332 stallions two years and over. | 
Mules numbered 436, valued at 
$20,795. 

Cattle were placed at 1,374,882 | 
head, valued at $47,335,223. The! 
sheep total is given as 702,451, valu- | 
ed at $3,913,102. Goats numbered | 
1,640, with a valuation of $11,346. 

Poultry total is given at 8,826,540 
birds, valued at $2,913,693, mostly 
hens and chicks. There were 659,- 
614 turkeys valued at $399,645. 


OTHER FIGURES 

Geese, 120,217 of them, were 
worth $86,298; 135,718 ducks were 
valued at $43,267, and 9,865 other 
poultry with a valution of $2,207. 
The report shows 19,925 hives of 
bees valued at $155,340. 

The Edmonton census division 
comprises an area within a line 
running from near Round Hill, at 
the southeast corner, north to 
Beaver Hill lake, and across to 
Bruderheim, at the northeast cor- 
ner; west to Sangudo, then south to 
Drayton valley, at a point near the 
North Saskatchewan river; then 
south to a point just west of Breton, 
east to Millet and across to Round 
Hill. 

In this district, the valuation of 
domestic animals is set at $8,976,497 
and poultry and bees at $405,181.

come efficient citizens than to 
spend money on police courts and 
reformatory institutions. 

Mr. Sheppard stressed the fact 
that the biggest way in which par- 
ents can co-operate is by making 
the home environment such that a 
pupil desires to excel in his work; 
ensure that he has the proper idea 
of right and wrong, and that his 
health fs in the best condition. 

He also said that it is very im- 
portant for the parents and teach- 
ers to become acquainted, and 
that parents should familiarize 
themselves with the course of 
study and what is expected of the 
pupil.

As a general rule, the symptoms 
of spastic colitis reach their height 
after dietetic indiscretions or after 
emotional strain. Following either 


not in its best condition and it is 
a good plan to give the stomach 
and intestines something of a rest 
by placing the patient on a short 
fast. During this fast, the patient is | 
given fruit juice at two-hour inter- 
vals, using an eight-ounce glass of | 
tomato juice or orange juice; or he | 
is placed on a straight water fast, | 
simply taking water whenever de- | 
sired. 

After a few days of rest, the} 
stomach is then greatly improved | 
and the patient is ready to start on 
a careful diet. When the tendency 
to spasticity is marked, the use of 
raw salads may seem to prove 
irritating, and in these cases it is | 
often advisable to give the patient 


form, omitting the salads for a| 
time. If salads are taken, they are 
sometimes handled with greater 
ease if they are finely ground. 

An important point to keep in 
mind is to take as good care of 
thé colon as possible and the daily 
use of the enema for a period 
will be beneficial. I suggest that the | 
water used in the enema be as | 
warm as it can be taken and the | 
heat used interally in this manner 
will have soothing effect. It is often 
a good plan to add baking soda to | 
the warm water. Using one quart 
of water each time, the enema is | 
repeated at least once a day, and it 
is frequent!v advisable to repeat it 
twice each day, | 

While the enema is a measure | 
which is to be used only tempor- | 
arily, nevertheless the almost im- | 
mediate relief which often follows | 
the use of so simple a treatment is 
welcomed by the patient, who nat- | 
urally appreciateg any measure | 
which relieves his distress. In some | 
cases, the use of the oil retention 
enema is advisable, with a small 
amount of olive oil or salad oil 
being warmed and then retained in 
the colon during the night.

Requirements 
Of Army Are 
Being Filled 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, Sept. 29.—Study of 

the Canadian manpower situation 
during the past week, which saw 
several important cabinet meet- 
ings on this and other problems, 
established the fact that current 
army requirements are being met 
and will likely be sufficient to 
complete army plans as laid down 
last February by Hon. J. L. Ral- 
ston, and revised since then. 


This point clarified the situation 
in‘ regard to recruiting, which has 
become obscured hy controversy 


tion whether the army was getting 
its requirements amid the depend- 
ing manpower crisis. In the ab- 
sence of Mr. Ralston, it is learned 
authoritatively that the army has 
not increased its requirements re- 
cently, as a result of the Dieppe 
raid. This point has also begun to 
crop up, notably in editorial com- 
ment in certain eastern papers, and 
the fact is that there has been no 
increase in the demands the army 
man- 
power supply. What happens when 
army plans for 1943 are made, a 
few months hence, may be another 
matter. 


STRANGE PARADOX 


One of the most astonishing 
paradoxes of the entire manpower 
situation has appeared in the fact 
that the draftee formation of the 
army, assigned to home defence. 
bave been running” short of 
draftees, The problem for army 
headquarters is to maintain both 
active and home defence units, 
and the rate of volunteer  enlist- 
ments so far outruns the rate at 
which men can be obtained by the 
draft that the current difficulty 
is to find enough draftees. The 
rate of volunteer enlistments, of} 
course, is related to the draft since 
many men enlist in advance of a 
call, preferring to volunteer than 
to be drafted. 

Last February 10, Mr. Ralston 
outlined in parliament the 1942 
program of the armed services 
which set the army objective for 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 
1943, at between 90,000 and 100,000 
men. This is the basic plan still 
in effect, and recent recruiting 
totals show that the objective will 
be reached 


But in the interVal, home defence 
plans requiring another 100,000 men 
were launched, with the idea of 
filling up these units wth draftees. 
The rise in the monthly draft quota, 
to 25,000 in August and 20,000 in Sep- 
tember reflects the fact that many 
potential draftees enlist before they 
are called, and others prefer to 
change to active status after they 
are called. 


VITAL QUESTIONS 


This situation has a direct bear- 
ing on two vital questions. In the 
first place, the issue upon which 
Prime Minister King is pledged to | 
consult parliament, that is, whether 
draftees should be compelled by 
order-in-council to change to active 
siatus has been postponed so far 
inio the future that it scarcely 
exists as a political probability. 

In the second place, the problem 
of deciding between army and in- 
dustrial reqhirements does not exist 
as an immediate issue, since no 
interference with the voluntary 
flow of men to the recruiting booths 
is contemplated.
